1855 she was married to Baron Boilleau, then 
tecretary to the French Legation. Shortly 
after ber marriage her husband was promoted 
by his government to tke post of 
consul at Calcutta, and the young 
woman was removed from the 
easy life and the happy surroundings which 
she had hitherto known to face the rea ities 
of the world among strangers ia a distant 
land. Several years in that uobealtby ¢li- 
mate sufficed seriously to undermine her hus- 
band’s health, and finally, obtaining the 
favor cf a recall, with her sick husband aod 
her infant, leaving a child’s grave her, 
she returned to France. The arxt advance- 
ment brought her husband as Consul Gen- 
eral to Quebec, whither she accompanied 
him, and in 1867, she returned for 
a few years to the United 
States, Baron Boilleau having in the 
meantime been appointed Consul General at 
this port. But lu 1870 came another promo- 
tion, which waa but a new exile, her hus- 
band’s long service being rewarded with the 
tof Minister Plen!potenti to Peru. 
ery soon after came the first iatimations of 
the crowning trial, to which, it may be said, 
was due the death of Mra, Boilleau. Ina 
1867 General Fremoat, who was married 
to her sister, was a ga | the Memphis 
and EI Paso Railroad. e looked to 
France as the great market for his bonds 
He explained the merits of theenterprise to 
Baron Boiileau and requested a favorable in- 
troduction of the scheme to the French Min- 
ister of the Interior, woich was given. The 
loan was taken up in Paris, but the road was 
never built. The company's affairs were 
laced in the hands of a receiver and the 
rench boadholdera were the sufferers. The 
Freach courts, refusing to look into the cause 
of the failure, pronounced the whole scheme 
a fraud, concocted for the purpose of obtain- 
iug money from French citizens under false 
pretenses. Their own Minister was accused 
uf participation in the fraud for having rec- 
ommende i the enterprise, and he was re- 
called from Peru and put on trial. The de- 
cision of the court was a sweeping one 
No element of honesty was recognized in 
the whole transaction. It was treated as 
4 pure fabrication, and every one con- 
cerned io it was pronounced Fuad ſrom 
General Freemont downward The General. 
fortanately for bim, was in New York; but 
Baro Boilleau, who had come from Lima to 
Paris at tee first intimation of any faultflad- 
ing with bis conduct, was repaid for his 
promptness by a sentence to three gears im- 
prisoument, and in March, 1873, he was im- 
mured in the Conciergerie. The suspense 
had lasted two years, and under the final blow 
Mme. Boilleau’s health gave way, a long ill 
ness followed, and after some months, rising 
from what her phyeicians thought would be 
her deathbed, she commenced ore untiring 
and fruitiess effort to obtain her busdand’s 
release. From all quarte:s she procared let- 
ters, petitions, statements, showing the true 
status of the railway her husband had recom- 
mer ded, going unwearyiogly from one min- 
ister to unother. She took no warning from 
ber failing strength, until at last nature suc 
cumbed, und, worn out by ber exertions and 
her sufferings, she Cied, leaving her husband 
still in prison, and six children, with no pro- 
tecuon but that of friends.
